4 That he might ſhew the 
riches of the glory of his 
kingdom, and the greatneſe, 
for a long time, to wit, for 
a hundred and fourſcore days.

6 And he counted it as 
nothing to lay his hands upon 
Mardochai alone : for he had 
heard that he was of the na- 
tion of the Jews, and he choſe 
rather to deſtroy all the na- 
tion of the Jews, that were 
in the kingdom of Aſſuerus. 

7 In the firſt month (which 
is called Niſan) in the twelfth 
year of the reign of Aſſuerus, 
the lot. was caſt into an urn, 
which in Hebrew is called 
Phur, before Aman, on what 
diy and what month the na- 
tion of the Jews ſhould be de- 
ſtroyed: and there came out 
the twelfth month, which is

8 And Aman ſaid to king
